Guilty verdict for 
driving instructor 

City man convicted of recruiting students as sex workers

A driving instructor has 
been found guilty 
Thursday of recruiting stu¬ 
dents as sex trade workers 
for two of his inner city 
massage parlours. 

Vishva Juneja, a 63-year- 
old instructor with the Al¬ 
berta Defensive Driving 
School, was found guilty of 
two counts of procuring, 
three counts of living off 
the avails of prostitution 
and two counts of operat¬ 
ing a common bawdy 
house. 

The charges were laid af¬ 


ter police wrapped up a 
seven-month undercover 
operation that uncovered a 
client list with 160 names 
and used condoms found 
in a number of rooms in 
his Just For Men and Hus¬ 
tler’s massage parlours in 
Edmonton. 

“It would be absurd be¬ 
yond a reasonable doubt 
for a doctor to pay $500 for 
holistic massage,” said 
Court of Queen’s Bench 
Justice Richard Marceau 
about the evidence pre¬ 
sented during the lengthy 
trial. 

Juneja remained sullen 
as Marceau read his ver¬ 
dict. He is still on bail until 


sentencing. 

“I am going to be appeal¬ 
ing,” said the driving in¬ 
structor to reporters as he 
rushed to the LRT. 

Juneja ran ads in the Ed¬ 
monton Sun, according to 
previous testimony from a 
sex trade worker, offering 
“2 for 1” deals, where 
clients could have sex with 
two women at once. 

The worker, who cannot 
be named, claimed that af¬ 
ter Juneja took his $60 
“room fee,” she would 
pocket about $100 per 
client. 

“The accused would re¬ 
ceive over $40,000 per 
month out of the prostitu¬ 


tion,” said Marceau during 
his verdict. 

The worker would de¬ 
scribe how she repeatedly 
made excuses to avoid a 
“training session” behind 
closed doors of a “jacuzzi 
room” with Juneja. 

“He kept insisting, and I 
didn’t want to go — he was 
creepy,” she said. 

Another charge was 
dropped and Juneja’s de¬ 
fence is seeking a stay on 
another charge arguing an 
Edmonton undercover offi¬ 
cer committed entrapment 
against his client. The 
judge will hear the defence 
lawyer’s arguments May 
28. 


Volunteers 
set to help 
Manitoba 
flood victims

Edmonton relief 
volunteers are waiting in 
the wings to help eastern 
neighbours escape obsidi¬ 
an floodwaters 
threatening to swallow 
the most heavily populat¬ 
ed area of Manitoba. 

“Manitoba (Red Cross) 
wasn’t able to deal with 
the whole situation itself, 
so Manitoba asked 
western (Red Cross) if it 
could mobilize 
volunteers,” said Red 
Cross spokesman Martin 
Pollard. 

A state of emergency 
was declared by Winnipeg 
Mayor Sam Katz Thursday 
morning, after waters rose 
on both the Red and 
Assiniboine rivers, which 
meet in the city’s 
downtown core. 

The designation means 
city officials can force resi¬ 
dents to flee their homes 
if necessary. 

Two local Red Cross vol¬ 
unteers, Jeff Gill and Marj 
Pettinger, have ventured 
to the heart of the 
brewing disaster area in 
the past few weeks. 

Officials have reported 
about 240 homes along 
river banks are affected. 

Nearly 170 residents of 
the Peguis First Nation 
were evacuated to the 
provincial capital after the 
ever-rising Fisher River 
flooded their homes on 
Tuesday. A state of 
emergency was declared 
in the small community 
after sandbag dikes failed 
to withstand the murky 
waters, and 50 homes 
were flooded. 

Local Red Cross officials 
have been put on standby, 
if the need to reunite dis¬ 
placed family members 
reaches critical mass, Ed- 
monton-area officials said 
Thursday.

Alberta’s libraries get big boost

As the provincial govern¬ 
ment deals with a slump¬ 
ing economy and a budget 
shortfall that’s in the 
billions, it decided to give 
Alberta’s libraries an annu¬ 
al $9-million boost in 
funding Thursday. 

But the 39 per cent in¬ 


crease in funding is impor¬ 
tant as Alberta continues 
to cope with the world¬ 
wide recession, said Munic¬ 
ipal Affairs Minister Ray 
Danylulc. 

“Libraiy use is increasing 
during these tough eco¬ 
nomic times,” said Dany- 
luk after Premier Ed Stel¬ 
mach made the announce¬ 
ment at the Stanley Milner 
Libraiy. 


“This is a $9-million in¬ 
crease that libraries can 
depend on.” 

Libraries will now get 
$32 million in funding an¬ 
nually and $7 million of 
the increase will go direct¬ 
ly to local libraiy boards 
and regional library sys¬ 
tems to deliver basic li¬ 
braiy services. 

The remaining $2 mil¬ 
lion will be used to invest

in new technologies to 
help build on the 
province’s libraiy network. 

Danylulc also said the 
government is floating a 


plan to create an Alberta¬ 
wide libraiy card. 

With the new boost in 
funding, Edmonton’s pub¬ 
lic libraries will see an ex¬ 
tra $1 million a year, said 
library board CEO Linda 
Cook. 

Cook said the new cash 
could help bring in more 
staff to extend the hours of 
the libraries. 

“The beauty of this is 


that it’s ongoing money,” 
said Cook. “It’s not one¬ 
time money, so we’ll be 
getting that each and eveiy 
year. 

“We’ve been lobbying 
this for over 13 years now 
and we thought we were 
close, but when we heard 
about the deficit we were 
sad ... but this shows how 
important this really is in 
these tough times.”

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More young 
people beating 
cancer: Report 

Survival rate up five per cent 


Next month will bring a 
triumphant milestone for 
Sommer Ellis. On May 5 » 
it will be five years since 
the 24-year-old was diag¬ 
nosed with Hodgkin’s 
lymphoma. 

“It’s been a long battle 
and it’s so reassuring I’ve 
almost reached that 
mark,” she said. 

“I plan to have a big cel¬ 
ebration with family and 
friends.” 

The Toronto woman is 
among an increasing 
number of young Canadi¬ 
ans coping successfully 
with cancer. 

The Canadian Cancer 
Society Thursday released 
statistics showing a five 
per cent increase in the 
five-year survival rate of 
patients between 15 and 
29 years of age. 

Despite the good news, 
the society says this is a 
“largely understudied 


population” of cancer suf¬ 
ferers when it comes to 
cancer and more research 
and supports are required 
to meet their needs. 

Among those in this age 
range diagnosed with can¬ 
cer between 2001 and 
2004, 85 per cent are still 
alive today. 

That’s up from 80 per 
cent in that time frame 
for those diagnosed be¬ 
tween 1992 to 1995. 

The five-year survival 
rate is an indicator of a 
good prognosis beyond 
that point. The longer a 
person lives cancer free, 
the better the chances the 
disease won’t return. 

“It’s definitely great 
news,” said Ellis, who 
works in public relations 
at the University Health 
Network. 

“We hope the rate con¬ 
tinues to rise,” she says.

Obama backs Mexico’s 
drug cartel crackdown 


U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma stood alongside Mexi¬ 
co’s Felipe Calderon Thurs¬ 
day and promised to help 
his “courageous” fight 
against ruthless drug car¬ 
tels waging turf wars 
along the joint border. 

In his first trip to Latin 
America as U.S. president 
and fresh from his first big 
foray onto the global stage 
in Europe last month, Oba¬ 
ma said Mexico and the 


United States both needed 
to strengthen and co-ordi¬ 
nate their drug war efforts. 

Obama said he had not 
“backed off” from the idea 
of trying to reinstate an ex¬ 
pired ban on assault rifles 
— which are showing up 
in droves at Mexican crime 
scenes — but for the time 
being he would focus on 
halting the smuggling of 
arms and cash over the 
Mexican border, which

would yield faster results. 

“Something that Presi¬

“At a time when the 
Mexican government has 
so courageously taken on 
the drug cartels that have 
plagued both sides of the 
border, it is absolutely crit¬

Bolivia says it thwarted 
plot to kill its president 


shootout Bolivian securi¬ 
ty forces said they thwart¬ 
ed an assassination plot 
against President Evo 
Morales Thursday, killing 
three people in a half- 
hour shootout in the op¬ 
position stronghold of 
Santa Cruz. 

Police chief Hugo Esco¬ 
bar said two Hungarians 
and a Bolivian, who were 
believed to be part of a 
conspiracy to kill Morales, 
were killed in the gunfight 
at a hotel in the eastern Bo¬ 
livian city. 

Morales, a socialist, is Bo¬ 
livia’s first indigenous 
president and has faced 
strong opposition in rela¬ 
tively wealthy regions of 
the country, including San¬ 
ta Cruz. The governor of 
Santa Cruz, a prominent 
critic of Morales, voiced 
skepticism about the gov¬ 
ernment’s account. 

Speaking later Thursday 
during a visit to Venezuela, 
Morales, who was not in 


Santa Cruz at the time of 
the incident shortly after 
midnight, said an Irish per¬ 
son may have been among 
what he called foreign 
mercenaries involved in 
the suspected plot. 

Government officials 
said authorities had recent¬ 
ly been following the sus¬ 
pects. 

“Yesterday I gave instruc¬ 
tions to the vice-president 
to move to arrest these 
mercenaries and this 
morning I was informed of 
a half-hour shootout at a 
hotel in the city of Santa 
Cruz,” Morales said, adding 
two people were under ar¬ 
rest. 

There was confusion re¬ 
garding the nationalities of 
the foreigners killed. 
While the chief of police 
said two of those killed 
were from Hungary, sever¬ 
al local media organiza¬ 
tions reported they were 
from Romania and Ireland.

SCIENCE A colony of iron¬ 
breathing microbes has 
survived for millions of years 
under an Antarctic glacier, 
thriving without air or 
sunlight, researchers reported 
Thursday.

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Losing my faith in Afghanistan clerics 




f hen Taliban 
gunmen 
shot dead 
prominent 
women’s 
rights activist Sitara 
Achalczai in Kandahar last 
Sunday, they had nothing to 
hide. It was broad daylight 
after all. 


To further underline that 
bloody message of hatred 
for women, a Taliban 
spokesman claimed respon¬ 
sibility for the murder. 

Clearly, misogyny has 
married impunity and the 
Taliban — ousted from 
power in 2001 — is, once 
more, terrorizing the 
women of its country. 

Achakzai’s assassination 
was but the latest in a series 
of murders targeted at 
women’s rights activists. 
Under almost identical cir¬ 
cumstances, Taliban gun¬ 


men in September killed 
the highest-ranking female 
police officer in Kandahar, 
Lt.-Col. Malalai Kakar. 

Such murders are just the 
most visible signs of the vio¬ 
lence meted out to the girls 
and women of Afghanistan. 
Just last month, the United 
Nations warned in its annu¬ 
al human rights report that 
Afghan women’s rights 
were little better today than 
they were during the brutal 
reign of the ultra-conserva¬ 
tive Taliban. 

Girls as young as seven 


are targets of rape, while 
other females suffer “hon¬ 
our killings,” early and 
forced marriages, sexual 
abuse and slaveiy, the UN 
report said. 

Obviously, in the absence 
of rule of law everyone is 
vulnerable in Afghanistan. 
But girls and women are on 
the bottom of eveiyone’s 
lists. President Hamid 
Karzai was forced to recon¬ 
sider his signature on a law 
allowing marital rape after 
an international outciy ear¬ 
lier this month.

and women. 

I am a Muslim woman 
who is fed up of those lead¬ 
ers and clerics who claim to 
speak in the name of my re¬ 
ligion and yet who ignore 
its message of justice and 
equality. They are just as 
much to blame as the gun¬ 
men who shot Achalczai 
and Kakar.

Walking on the right key to municipal harmony 



Cities are marvelous 
places. In a relatively small 
geographical space, they 
offer a wide variety of 
goods, services and diver¬ 
sions that are absent in 
small towns and rural ar¬ 
eas. However, cities giveth 
and cities talceth away. In 
exchange for what they 
provide, cities make what 
would be otherwise very 
simple things much more 
complicated. Just driving 
to work in rush hour can 
produce intense frustra¬ 


tion. Walking alone to 
your car at night can be a 
frightening experience. 
Dealing with traffic noise 
can be challenging. Putting 
so many people in one 
place often creates isola¬ 
tion rather than connec¬ 
tion. Many of us cannot 
name our neighbours and 
know little or nothing 
about their lives. 

There is very little most 
of us as individuals can do 
about the major challenges 
of city living. We can’t do 
much about traffic jams. 
Staying off the streets at 
night does not make crime 
go away. Those are issues 
that are better addressed 
by the politicians we elect 
to represent our interests. 
However, all is not lost. 
There are some veiy sim¬ 
ple things we can do on 


our own to make life in 
our city just a little more 
pleasant. 

One of the hallmarks of 
a city of any size is the 
number of people walking 
around at any given time. 
Sidewalks and pedways are 
usually quite crowded es¬ 
pecially when we are on 
our way to work or going 
out for lunch. In essence, 
this creates a series of hu¬ 
man traffic jams as we tiy 
to negotiate our way 
around the crows we en¬ 
counter. Stop-start walk¬ 
ing, bumping into people 
and being bumped into by 
people often create unnec¬ 
essary antagonism toward 
our fellow citizens. 

What can we do to re¬ 
duce this frustration? The 
answer is simple — always 
walk on the right. If you 


think that won’t really im¬ 
prove our quality of life, 
just consider it for a while. 
How many times have you 
had to step off the curb to 
get around a phalanx of 
oncoming pedestrians who 
have decided to occupy the 
entire width of the side¬ 
walk or pedway? How 
many times have you had 
to do a little dance to get 
around someone who has 
decided to walk on what 
really should be your side 
of the sidewalk? How does 
that make you feel when it 
happens several times a 
day? 

Walking only on the 
right, would make our city 
a better place to live.

Green power to challenge 
U.S. grid, watchdog says 


energy The push to add 
more renewable wind and 
solar megawatts to the U.S. 
electric mix will force 
changes in the way the 
power grid operates to 
keep electricity flowing re¬ 
liably, said an industry 
watchdog Thursday. 

Climate-change con¬ 
cerns have led more than 
half of U.S. states to man¬ 
date that a percentage of 
future electric supply 
come from less-polluting 
resources, such as wind 
and solar power that emit 
no greenhouse gas. 

U.S. legislators are also 
discussing a federal man¬ 
date. 

However, a report from 
the North American Elec¬ 
tric Reliability Corp. issued

Thursday points out that 
many types of renewable 
power are much different 
from power plants that 
burn coal or natural gas, 
plants that can be turned 
off and on as needed to 
meet power demand. 

That lack of control, or 
variability, creates thorny 
integration issues for oper¬ 


ators of the bulk-power 
network — the large pow¬ 
er lines that move electrici¬ 
ty from plants to neigh¬ 
bourhoods, NERC said. 

The push for more re¬ 
newable power, “has the 
potential to fundamentally 
change how the system is 
planned, operated and 
used — from the grid oper¬ 
ator right down to the cus¬ 
tomer,” said Rick Sergei, 
NERC president. 

In 2008, a record 8,300 
megawatts of wind genera¬ 
tion was installed in the 
United States, according to 
the wind industry. NERC 
estimates that 145,000 
megawatts of all types of 
variable generation could 
be added to grid in the 
next 10 years. reuters

However the real key to 


this film’s success was 
nabbing such acclaimed 
scribes as Tony Gilroy (Du¬ 
plicity) and Billy Ray 
(Breach) to compact the 
successful BBC six-hour 
mini-series into a gripping 
two-hour popcorn flick.

Taking a page more from 
It’s a Wonderful Life than 
Vice Versa, 17 Again follows 
Mike O’Donnell (played as 
an adult by Matthew Perry), 
who tossed away a chance at 
college basketball glory to 


be with his knoclced-up high 
school girlfriend. To Mike, 
it’s been downhill since 
then, and he’d give anything 
to do it all over again. 

That’s when, through a 
bit of hocus pocus, Mike is 
transformed back to his 17- 
year-old self (Efron), only 
it’s still present day, so sud¬ 
denly he’s going to high 
school with his teen kids. 


To add a boost of comic 
support, Efron has as a 
sidekick Thomas Lennon, 
from MTV’s cult classic The 
State and more recently 
Reno 911. As Mike’s nerdy 
and now-rich lifelong 
friend, Lennon displays his 
usual knack for mixing 
sweet and creepy to hilari¬ 
ous effect. And his 
courtship of the school’s 


principal (Melora Hardin of 
The Office) steals some of 
the movie’s biggest laughs. 

It’s an enjoyable come¬ 
dy, with a cute and touch¬ 
ing story to tell, but it 
tends to stumble over the 
effort put into trying to sell 
us on Zac Efron, Leading 
Man.

The BBC series Planet 
Earth is one of the most re¬ 
markable pieces of docu¬ 
mentary filmmaking ever 
produced. Working with 
groundbreaking high defi¬ 
nition cameras and a mas¬ 
sive worldwide crew, the 
series captured 
remarkable images of na¬ 
ture that have been 
thrilling audiences since it 
premiered in 2006. 

The breathtaking images 
worked fine on TV, but oc¬ 
casionally the show felt so 
large in scale that it de¬ 
manded a larger canvas. 
Fortunately, Planet Earth 
co-directors Alastair 

Fothergill and Mark Lin¬ 
field felt the same way and 
simultaneously shot a fea¬ 
ture film entitled Earth for 
Disney, while they were 
filming the series for the 
BBC. 

“The two projects were 
commissioned simultane¬ 


ously, so we literally began 
both at exactly the same 
time,” says co-director Alas- 
tair Fothergill. “To make a 
movie on the scale of Earth 
with all the locations and 
all the difficult behaviour, 
the budget would have 
been astronomical. 

“So by working the two 
budgets in parallel, both 
projects benefited a great 
deal. We think that they’re 
wonderful companion 
pieces partly because the 



big screen and the sur¬ 
round sound offers an ex¬ 
perience so much richer 
than what you’d get on 
even a high definition tele¬ 
vision.” 

Linfield also felt that 
there were benefits to 
gearing Earth towards the 


big screen that just could¬ 
n’t be achieved in the BBC 
series. 

“The great thing about a 
movie is that you’ve got 85 
minutes of people’s unin¬ 
terrupted attention and 
that allows you to design a 
veiy different stoiyline. We 
crafted a stoiyline for the 
film with three main char¬ 
acters (polar bears, ele¬ 
phants, and humpback 
whales), whereas the televi¬ 
sion series was habitat 
based. 

The scale of the project 
was gigantic — over three 
years and 2,000 days of 
filming — but the message 
is surprisingly intimate, 
highlighting the natural 
beauty and tight-knit rela¬ 
tionships that connect all 
species on the planet. 

As Linfield puts it, 
“Amongst all the bad news 
we really hope that people 
will feel that Earth is a cel¬ 
ebration of our planet and 
visual evidence of the fact 
that there’s still plenty left 
to fight for.”

feature Ali Larter may act 
deluded in her latest thriller 
Obsessed but she has no 
delusions about society’s 
obsession with celebrity. 

“It’s part of what comes 
in our business,” admitted 
the actress recently. “The 
hardest part for most ac¬ 
tors is having to deal with 
the paparazzi and kind of 
how fans can sometimes 
take a moment too far. 

“But the other end of it is 
that we’ve chosen these ca¬ 
reers and when you put 
yourself in the public eye, 
there’s a certain amount of 
responsibility that comes 
with it.”

I just 
want to go peruse heirloom 
tomatoes and not woriy 
about a paparazzi jumping 
out from the bananas.” 

While Obsessed (in the¬ 
atres next Friday) may not 
directly deal with celebrity 
stalking, it does take a look 
at one woman’s crazed ob¬ 
session with a married man 
(Idris Elba) and how she 
sets out to sabotage his 
marriage to a less-than- 
complacent wife (Beyonce 
Knowles). 

For those who watch the 
film, it means catching a 
predicament most pa¬ 
parazzi would kill to wit¬ 
ness in person — an all-out 
catfight between Larter 
and Knowles. 

“She’s stunningly beauti¬ 
ful,” said Larter of the pop 
star. 

“One of my favorite mo¬ 
ments is having Beyonce 
charge at me. How many 
people get to have that 
happen in their life?”

Music fans push for 
record store revival

k-os has taken a step back 
to the basics on his fourth 
album Yes! 

While his last release, At¬ 
lantis: Hymns For Disco, 
found the hip-hop artist 
navigating the waters of 
soul, rock and folk, the new 
disc is characterized by 
thoughtful yet lighthearted 
rhymes underscored by 
warm melodies — some¬ 
thing closer to the feel of 
his second album, Joyful 
Rebellion. 

Speaking at the Second 
Cup across from MuchMu- 
sic on Toronto’s Queen 
Street West, k-os says the 
return to form came from 
being in transition. Finding 
himself between labels (he 
jumped from EMI to Uni¬ 
versal) and cities (living be¬ 
tween Toronto and Vancou¬ 
ver), he got back into the 
simple and comforting 
craft of making beats. 

“I often do that when I’m 
trying to figure stuff out,” 
he says. “And that was the 
whole thing that sparked 
the album’s sound, just the 
fun-ness of getting on my 
drum machines that were 
collecting dust.” 

There’s a refreshingly 
playful atmosphere run¬ 
ning through Yes! Case in 
point, the track I Wish I 
Knew Natalie Portman,

which features Nelly Furta- 
do and Saukrates, singing 
and rhyming over the in¬ 
delible piano line from the 
track California by Phan¬ 
tom Planet, which is best 
known as the theme song 
for the popular TV series 
The O.C. He first heard the 
Rich Kidd-produced beat at 
Saukrates’s studio a couple 
years ago and decided he 
had to use it. 

“I was like ‘dude, you 
gotta let me rap on this,”’ 
k-os says. He knew it’d be a 
hit while DJing. “I did a 
party at Whislter one time 
where I ran it and the 
crowd just got right into it, 
like right away.” 

While Portman isn’t 
mentioned in the song, the 
actress is symbolic to k-os. 

While he loves the ac¬ 
knowledgement and atten¬ 
tion he receives in this 
country, “I think part of 
my soul wants to soar out¬ 
side of Canada, and Natalie 
Portman and California 
represents going west. ‘Go 
west, young man.’ Or go 
south, in this case. 

“When I see her work, 
she’s amazing. But the ref¬ 


erence is more about want¬ 
ing to step out of the bub¬ 
ble and get into new reali¬ 
ties, which is what I’m 
about.” 

As longtime followers 
know, k-os stands 
for knowledge of self and 
Yes! does feature a healthy 
dose of introspection typi¬ 
cal of his previous work. 
The self-reflection comes to 
a peak on the song Burning 
Bridges, which he insists is 
more about redefining 
himself than cutting peo¬ 
ple from out of his world. 

“There’s a lyric on that 
song that goes, ‘That’s why 
I’m back in the building, to

burn the flame of the fame 
I was building.’ I think 
every record is an opportu¬ 
nity to re-establish your 
persona,” he says. 

“Sometimes I’ll see some 
of the things that I bought 
in the past, or the clothes 
in my closet and think, 
who is that guy? I start to 
see that I’m separating my¬ 
self from the person that I 
was.” 



n the olden days before 
iTunes, Napster and 
MP3s, there was some¬ 
thing called the 
“record store.” 

It worked like this: You 
saved up your money, went 
to the store (during busi¬ 
ness hours, of course), 
scoured the shelving in 
hopes of finding some¬ 
thing that you wanted, 
waited in line at the count¬ 
er and then gave a clerk 
money in exchange for the 
pieces of plastic in your 
arms. You then returned 
home and decrypted what 
was on those pieces of plas¬ 
tic using strange mechani¬ 
cal equipment, some of 
which involved dragging a 
really hard rock through 
the grooves etched in the 
more ancient forms of 
these plastic discs. 

Record stores were places 
where you met other music 
fans. You learned from their 
choices and from their 
opinions. And if you were 
lucky, you had a guy behind 
the counter who could 
counsel you on what to buy 
and what to avoid. 

A trip to teh record store 
was an adrenalin rush. 
First, there was the antici¬ 
pation of what cool thing 


you might find this week. 
Second, you had to get past 
the clerk who vetted your 
selections, whether you 
wanted this particular serv¬ 
ice or not. He’d flip 
through your potential 
purchases, assessing each 
record: “Crap. Crap. Crap. 
This one’s not bad. Crap. 
Nice one. Crap.” Then he’d 
look at you: “Still want all 
these?” 

All that seems like such a 
long time ago. There’s an 
entire generation of music 
fans who have quite literal¬ 
ly never set foot in a record 
store unless it was by acci¬ 
dent. The whole experi¬ 
ence of record shopping 
seems primitive and whol¬ 
ly unnecessary. 

I like convenience, choice 
and gadget as much as the 
next person, but I still en¬ 
joy the record store experi¬ 
ence. And tomorrow, it’s 
hoped that many millions 
of people will participate in 
Record Store Day, an annu¬ 
al international event start¬ 
ed in 2007 designed to re¬ 
mind people about the 
place the record store has 
in the community. 

Here’s what you should 
do. First, check out record- 
storeday.com/canada to 
find the participating 
stores closest to you. Sec¬ 
ond, read Nick Hornby’s 
High Fidelity tonight. 
Third, go hang out in the 
store for a couple of hours. 
You’ll be glad you did.

Melissa McClelland has al¬ 
ways been open to new 
styles of music.

Coelho pens critique of fame-seeking 


London Bestselling author 
Paulo Coelho says impor¬ 
tant values have been lost 
in the frenzied pursuit of 
fame, and he turns a criti¬ 
cal eye on celebrity in a 
new novel set amid the 
glitz and glamour of the 
Cannes film festival. 

The Winner Stands 
Alone follows serial killer 
and wealthy Russian entre¬ 
preneur Igor as he 
resorts to extreme meas¬ 
ures to win back the 
affections of his ex-wife 
Ewa. 

Through a cast of stun¬ 
ning models, movie 
moguls, wannabe starlets 
and jaded hangers-on, 
the Brazilian said he had 
written “not a thriller, 
but a crude portrait of 
where we are now.” 

A regular visitor to the 
annual film festival, the 
61-year-old author of The 
Alchemist set out to try to 
understand why visitors 
behaved as they did in 


Cannes. 

People with beauty or 
big bucks or both descend 
on the Riviera resort each 
year and fret over coveted 
party invitations, lose 
sleep over what to wear 
and dream of being spot¬ 
ted as the _ 

“next big 
thing” in the 
world of enter¬ 
tainment. 

“I said ‘My 
god, these 
people are 
here, spend¬ 
ing fortunes, 
and where is 
the fun?’ That 
was my ques¬ 
tion,” Coelho said. 

“Everybody now wants 
to be famous for the 
sake of being famous, 
not because they have 
something important to 
present or because they 
have something to share.” 

The Winner Stands 
Alone is an unflattering 


account of celebrity, and 
more particularly Cannes, 
where a desperate cast 

of characters reveal what 
really goes on behind the

exploit young hopefuls. 

Coelho said he drew 
on his own experiences 
of Cannes. 

“It is 100 per cent based 
on my own experience. 
The book is perfectly accu¬ 
rate. 

“Well, I never met a 
serial killer, but as for 
the ‘machinery’ of 
Cannes it is 100 per cent 
accurate.” 

He added that it was 
more an examination of 
people’s desire for fame 
and to follow fashion than 
a criticism of celebrity. 

Coelho added that his 
novel, which centres on a 
“superclass” of powerful, 
wealthy patrons envied 
by everyone else, would 
look very different had 
it been written after the fi¬ 
nancial crisis. 

Early reviews of the nov¬ 
el, published by Harper- 
Collins in April, have been 
mixed.

Dutch anti-Islam politician plans new film

Right-wing Dutch politi¬ 
cian Geert Wilders said 
on Thursday he planned 
to produce a follow-up 
film to his anti-Koran 
video Fitna to warn 
against the threat Islam 
poses to free speech and 
the impact of Muslim im¬ 
migration. 

Wilders’s previous film, 
which was launched over 
the Internet in March 2008 
and argues that the Koran 
incites violence, was con¬ 


demned by the Nether¬ 
lands and Muslim nations, 
but did not spark wide¬ 
spread violent backlashes 
as initially feared. 

Wilders said his new 
film would focus on the 
threat of Islam and the im¬ 
pact “Islamisation” has 
had on Europe and the 
United States. 

The film would also fo¬ 
cus on the principle of 
freedom of speech and 
should be completed be¬ 


fore the end of 2010, he 
added. 

The outspoken MP 
heads the Freedom Party 
PW in the Dutch Parlia¬ 
ment and recent polls 
have shown that if an elec¬ 
tion was held now, the 
PW would become the 
largest party ahead of 
coalition government par¬ 
ties the Christian Democ¬ 
rat CDA and Labour PvdA. 

“We should be more on 
the offensive instead of 


the defense,” Wilders told 
Reuters, but added that 
the film is not meant to of¬ 
fend Muslims. 

Wilders, who is being 
prosecuted in the Nether¬ 


lands for his anti-Islam re¬ 
marks, said in February he 
was barred from entering 
Britain after he landed in 
defiance of a ban as part of 
his plans to show Fitna in 


the British Parliament. 

“Unfortunately, there 
are only a few leaders who 
are standing up and saying 
our freedom of speech 
principles are more impor¬ 
tant than appeasing Is¬ 
lam,” Wilders said. 

Wilders said the video 
would also focus on the 
impact of Islamic immigra¬ 
tion in western countries, 
confirming earlier com¬ 
ments made to mass Dutch

Sweet and Sour 
Glazed Pork with 
Pineapple 

INGREDIENTS: 

14 oz (398 ml) can juice- 
packed pineapple wedges 
1/2 cup (125 ml) red 
currant jelly 
2 tbsp (25 ml) plus 2 tsp 
(10 mL) Dijon mustard 
3/4 tsp (4 ml) salt 
1 lb (500 g) well-trimmed 
pork tenderloin 
1 tbsp (15 ml) lemon juice 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to 400 F 
(200 C). Drain and dice 
pineapple, reserving juice. 

2. Combine pineapple 
juice, currant jelly, 2 tbsp 
(25 ml) mustard, and 1/4 
tsp (1 ml) salt in small pot. 
Cook over medium heat, 
stirring frequently, until 
jelly has melted and mix¬ 
ture is slightly syrupy and 
reduced to 2/3 cup, 5 min¬ 
utes. Cool to room temper¬ 
ature. Measure out 1/2 cup 
of mixture and set aside as 


a sauce. Reserve mixture 
remaining in pot for a 
baste. 

3. Place pork in 7 x 11-in. 
(18 x 28-cm) baking dish. 
Sprinkle with lemon juice 
and remaining 1/2 tsp (2 
ml) salt. Brush pork with 
basting mixture. Roast 
pork, basting every 10 
minutes with pan juices, 
until cooked through, 30 
minutes. 

4. Meanwhile, combine 
diced pineapple with 
remaining 2 tsp (10 ml) 
mustard in small bowl. Let 
cooked pork stand 10 min¬ 
utes before slicing. Serve 
sliced pork with reserved 
sauce and pineapple-mus¬ 
tard mixture on the side.
